FDR Text 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(#)—The text of President Roose- 
welt’s annual message to congress follows: 
To the Congress of the United States: 
This nation in the past two years has become an active partner 
in the world’s greatest war against human slavery. 


We have joined with like-mind- 
ed people in order to defend our- 
selves in a world that has been 
gravely threatened with gangster 
rule. 

But I do not think that any of 
us Americans can be content with 
mere survival. Sacrifices that we 
and our allies are making impose 
upon us all a sacred obligation to 
see to it that out of this war we 
and our children will gain some- 
thing better than mere survival. 


We are united in determination | 


that this war shall not be followed 


by another interim which leads to) 


new disaster—that we shall not 
repeat the tragic errors of ostrich 
isolationism—that we shall not re- 
peat the excesses of the wild twen- 
ties when this nation went for a 
joy ride on a roller coaster which 
ended in a tragic crash. 

When Mr. Hull went to Moscow 
in October, and when I went to 
Cairo and Teheran in November, 
we knew that we were In agree- 
ment with our Allies in our com- 
mon determination to fight and 
win this war. But there were 
many vital questions concerning 
the future peace, and they were 
discussed in an atmosphere of 
complete candor and harmony. 

In the last war such discussions, 
such meetings, did not even begin 
until the shooting had stopped 
and the delegates began to assem- 
ble at the peace table. There had 
been no previous opportunities for 
man-to-man discussions which lead 
to meetings of minds. The result 
was a peace which was not 
peace. 

NOT REPEATING 
1918'S MISTAKES 

That was a mistake which we 
are not repeating in this war. 

And right here I want to ad- 
dress a word or two to some sus- 
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picious souls who are fearful that 
Mr. Hull or I have made “com- 
mitments” for the future which 
might pledge this nation to secret 
treaties, or to enacting the role of 
Santa Claus. 

To such suspicious souls—using 
a polite terminology—I wish to 
say that Mr. Churchill, Marshal 
Stalin, and Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek are all thoroughly con- 
versant with the provisions of 
our constitution. So is Mr. Hull. 
And so am I. 

Of course we made some com: 
mitments. We most certainly com- 
mitted ourselves to very large and 
very specific military plans which 
require the use of all Allied forces 
to bring about the defeat of our 
enemies at the earliest possible 
time. 

But there were no secret treat- 
ies or political or financial com- 
mitments. 

The one supreme objective for 
the future, which we discussed for 
each nation individually, and for 
all the United Nations, can be 
summed up in one word: Security. 

And that means not only phys- 
ical security which provides safety 
from attacks by aggressors. It 
means also economic security, soc- 
ial security, moral security—in a 
family of nations. 

In the plain down-to-earth talks 
that I had with the generalissimo 
and Marshal Stalin and Prime 
Minister Churchill, it was abun- 
dantly clear that they are all most 


a | deeply interested in the resump- 


tion of peaceful progress by their 
own peoples—progress toward a 
better life. All our allies want 
freedom to develop their lands and 
resources, to build up industry, 
to increase education and indi- 
vidual opportunity, and to raise 
standards of living. 

ALLIES LEARNED 

FROM EXPERIENCE 

All our allies have learned by 
bitter experience that real de- 
velopment will not-be possible if 
they are to be diverted from their 
purposes by repeated wars—or 
even threats of war. 

China and Russia are truly unit- 
ed with Britain and America in 
recognition of this essential fact: 

The best interests of each na- 
tion, large and small, demand that 
all freedom-loving nations shall 
join together in a just and durable 
system of peace. In the present 
world situation, evidenced by the 
actions of Germany, Italy and Ja- 
pan, unquestioned military control 
over disturbers of the peace is as 
necessary among nations as it is 
among citizens in a community! 
And an equally basic essential to 
peace is a decent standard of liv- 
ing for all individual men and 
women and children in all nations. 
Freedom from fear is eternally 
linked with freedom from want. 

There are people who burrow 
through our nation like unseecing 
moles, and attempt to spread the 
suspicion that if other nations en- 
couraged to raise their standards 
of living, our own American 
standard of living must of neces- 
sity be depressed. 

The fact is the very contrary. 
It has been shown time and again 
that if the standard of living of 
any country goes up, so does its 
purchasing power—and that such 
a rise encourages a better stand- 
ard of living in neighboring coun- 
tries with whom it trades. That 
is just plain common sense—and 
it is the kind of plain common 
sense that provided the basis for 
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our discussions at Moscow, Cairo 
and Teheran. 

Returning from my journeys, 
I must confess to a sense of “let- 
down” when I found many evi- 
dences of faulty perspectives here 
in Washington. The faulty perspec- 
tive consists in over-emphasizing 
lesser problems and _ thereby 
under-emphasizing the first and 
greatest problem. 

The overwhelming majority of 
our people have met the demands 
of this war with magnificent 
courage and understanding. They 
have accepted § inconveniences; 
they have accepted hardships; 
they have accepted tragic sacri- 
fices. And they are ready and 
eager to make whatever further 
contributions are needed to win 
the war as quickly as possible— 
if only they are given the chance 
to know what is required of them, 

However, while the majority 
goes on about its great work with: 
out complaint, a noisy minority 
maintains an uproar of demands 
for special favors for special 
groups. There are pests who 
swarm through the lobbies of the 
congress and the cocktail bars of 
Washington, representing these 
special groups as opposed to the 
basic interests of the nation as a 
whole. They have come to look 
upon the war primarily as a 
chance to make profits for them- 
selves at the expense of their 
neighbors—profits in money or 
in terms of political or social 
preferment. 

Such selfish agitation can _be 
highly dangerous in wartime. It 
creates confusion. It damages 
morale. It hampers our national 
effort. It muddies the waters and 
therefore prolongs the war. 


DISUNITY APPEARED 
IN WORLD WAR I 


If we analyze American history 
impartially, we cannot escape the 
fact that in our past we have not 
always forgotten individual and 
selfish and partisan interests in 
time of war—we have not always 
been united in purpose and direc- 
tion. We cannot overlook the se- 
rious dissensions and the lack of 
unity in our war of the Revolu- 
tion, in our War of 1812, or in our 
War Between the States, when the 
survival of the Union itself was at 
stake. 

In the first World War we came 
closer to national unity than in 
any previous war, But that war 
lasted only a year and a half, and 
increasing signs of disunity began 
to appear during the final months 
of the conflict. 

In this war, we have been com- 
pelled to learn how interdepend- 
ent upon each other are all groups 
and sections of the population of 
America. 

Increased food costs, for exam- 
ple, will bring new demands for 
wage increases from all war work- 
ers, which will in turn raise all 
prices of all things including those 
things which the farmers them- 
selves have to buy. Increased 
wages or prices wil] each in turn 
produce the same results. They 
all have a particularly disastrous 
result on all fixed income groups. 
TIME FOR SACRIFICE 
NOT YET PAST 


And I hope you will remember 
that all of us in this government 
represent the fixed income group 
just as much as we represent 
owners, workers and 
This group of fixed-in- 
include: Teachers, 
clergy, policemen, firemen, wid- 
ows and minors on fixed incomes, 
wives and dependents of our sol- 
diers and sailors, and old-age pen- 
sioners. They and their families 
and up to one-quarter of our one 
hundred and thirty million people. 
They have few or no high pres- 
sure representatives at the capitol. 
In a period of gross inflation they 
would be the worst sufferers. 

If ever there was a time to sub- 
ordinate individual or group self- 
ishness to the national good, that 
time is now. Disunity at home— 
bickerings, self-seeking partisan- 
ship, stoppages of work, inflation, 
business as usual, politics as usual, 
luxury as usual—these are the in- 
fluences which can undermine the 
morale of the brave men ready to 
die at the front for us here.

Bill of Rights Contrasted 


In his message to congress yesterday, President Roosevelt de- 
scribed what he termed “a second Bill of Rights” as a design to 
assure economic security and independence in the modern war, 

This “second Bill of Rights’’ is one dealing purely with the social 
and economic problems as compared with the original Bill of 
Rights, adopted by the nation in its infancy to assure political free- 
dom of the individual. 

The new set of “rights” is for security in an economic sense; the 
old “rights” were insisted upon to keep the then newly formed 
government from deteriorating into a type of control over the indi- 
vidual which led to a revolution against English laws and celonial 
administration. 


The New Bill of Rights 


Of the new Bill of Rights, President Roosevelt said: 

“We have accepted, so to speak, a second Bill of Rights,” he 
said, “under which a new basis of security and prosperity can be 
established for all—regardless of station, race or creed. 

“Among these are: 

“The right to a useful and remunerative job in the industries, 
or shops or farms or mines of the nation; 

“The right to earn enough to provide adequate food and clothing 
and recreation; 

“The right of every farmer to raise and sell his products at a 
return which will give him and his family a decent living; 

“The right of every businessman, large and small, to trade in 
an atmosphere of freedom from unfair competition and domination 
by monopolies at home or abroad; 

“The right of every family to a decent home; 

“The right to adequate medical care and the opportunity to 
achieve and enjoy good health; , 

“The right to adequate protection from the economic fears of 
old age, sickness, accident and unemployment; 

“The right to a good education.” 


The Old Bill of Rights 


The old Bill of Rights is contained in the first 10 amendments 
to the Constitution ... amendments without which the Constitu- 
tion probably never would have been ratified by the necessary 
majority of the original 13 states. They were set up as the buffer 
between people who desired political freedom and a new govern- 
ment which they were creating for themselves. 

Here is the original Bill of Rights:

Overconfidence and compla- 
cency are among our deadliest 
enemies.

That attitude on the part of any- 
one—government or management 
or labor—can lengthen this war. 
It can kill American boys. 

Let us remember the lessons of 
1918. In the summer of that year 
the tide turned in favor of the 
Allies. But this government did 
not relax. In fact, our national ef- 
fort was stepped up. In August, 
1918, the draft age limits were 
broadened from 21-31 to 18-45. 
The President called for “force to 
the utmost,” and his call was 
heeded. And in November, only 
three months later, Germany sur- 
rendered, 

That is the way to fight and win 
a war—all out—and not with 
half-an-eye on the battlefronts 
abroad and the other eye-and-a- 
half on personal, selfish, or polit- 
ical interests here at home. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
TO CONGRESS 

Therefore, in order to concen- 
trate all our energies and re- 
sources on winning the war, and 
to maintain a fair and stable 
‘economy at home, I recommend 
‘that the congress adopt: 
| (1) A realistic tax law—which 
will tax all unreasonable profits, 
both individual and corporate, and 
reduce the ultimate cost of the 
war to our sons and daughters. 
The tax bill now under considera- 
tion by the congress does not be- 


his production; and (b) to place 
a ceiling on the prices a consum- 
er will have to pay for the food 
he buys, This should apply to ne- 
cessities only; and will require 
public funds to carry out. It will 
cost in appropriations about one 
per cent of the present annual 
cost of the war. 

(4) Early re-enactment of the 
stabilization statute of October, 
1942. This expires June 30, 1944, 
and if it is not extended well in 
advance, the country might just 
as well expect price chaos by sum- 
mer. 

We cannot have stabilization by 
wishful thinking. We must take 
positive action to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the American dollar. 

(5) A national service law— 
which, for the duration of the 
war, will prevent. strikes, and, 
with certain appropriate excep- 
tions, will make available for war 
production or for any other essen- 
tial service every able-bodied 
adult in this nation. 

These five measures together 
from a just and equitable whole. 
I would not recommend a nation- 
al service law unless the other 
laws were passed to keep down 
the cost of living, to share equita- 
bly the burdens of taxation, to 
hold the stabilization line, and to 
prevent undue profits. 
GOVERNMENT HAS POWER 
TO DRAFT CAPITAL 


The federal government already 
has the basic power to draft capi- 
tal and property of all kinds for 
war purposes on a basis of just 
compensation. 

As you know, I have for three 
years hesitated to recommend a 
national service act. Today, how- 
ever, I am convinced of its nec 
sity. Although I believe that we 
and our Allies can win the war 
without such a measure, I am cer- 
tain that nothing less than total 
mobilization of all our resources 
of manpower and capital will 
guarantee an earlier victory, and 
reduce the toll of suffering and 
sorrow and blood. 

I have received a joint recom- 
mendation for this law from the 
heads of the War Department, the 
Navy Department and the Mari- 
time Commission. These are the 
men who bear responsibility for 
arms and equipment, and for the

(2) A continuation of the law 
for the renegotiation of war con- 
tracts—which will prevent exor- 
bitant profits and assure fair 
prices to the government. For two 
long years I have pleaded with

(3) A cost of food law—which 
will enable the government (a) to 
place a reasonable floor under the 
prices the farmer may expect for 
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successful prosecution of the war | 


in the field. They say: 

“When the very life of the na- 
tion is in peril the responsibility 
for service is common to all men 
and women. In such a_ time 
there can be no discrimination 
between the men and women 
who are assigned by the govern- 
ment to its defense at the battle- 
front and the men and women 
assigned to producing the vital 
materials essentia] to successful 
military operations.. A prompt 
enactment of a national service 
law would be merely an expres- 
sion of the universality of this 
responsibility.”

National service is the most 
democratic way to wage a war. 
Like selective service for the 
armed forces, it rests on the ob- 
ligation of each citizen to serve 
his nation to his utmost where he 
is best qualified. 


DOES NOT MEAN 
REDUCED WAGES 

It does not mean reduction in 
wages. It does not mean loss of 
retirement and seniority rights 
and benefits. It does not mean 
that any substantial numbers of 
war workers will be disturbed in 
their present jobs. Let these 
facts be wholly clear. 

Experience in other democratic 
nations at war—Britain, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand—has 
shown that the very existence of 
national service makes unneces- 
sary the widespread use of com- 
pulsory power. National service 
has proven to be a unifying moral 
force—based on an equal and 
comprehensive legal obligation of 
all people in a nation at war. 


There are millions of Ameri- 
can men and women who are not 
in this war at all. It is not be- 
cause they do not want to be in 
it. But they want to know where 
they can best do their share. Na- 
tional service provides that di- 
rection. It will be a'means by 
which every man and woman can 
find that inner satisfaction which 
comes from making the fullest 
possible contribution to victory. 

I know that all civilian war 
workers will be glad to be able 
to say many years hence to their 
grandchildren: “Yes, I, too, was 
in service in the great war. |! 
was on duty in an airplane fac- 
tory, and I helped make hundreds 
of fighting planes. The govern- 
ment told me that in doing that 
I was performing my most use- 
ful work in the service of my 
country.” 

LONG, ROUGH ROAD 
STILL LIES AHEAD 

It is argued that we have passed 
the stage in the war where na- 
tional service is necessary. But our 
soldiers and sailors know that this 
is not true. We are going forward 
on a long, rough road—and, in all 
journeys, the last miles are the 
hardest. And it is for that final 
effort—for the total defeat of our 
enemies—that we must mobilize 
our total resources. The national] 
war program calls for the employ- 
ment of more people in 1944 than 
in 1943.

Our armed forces are valiantly 
fulfilling their responsibilities to 
our country and our people. Now 
the congress faces the responsibil- 
ity for taking those measures 
which are essential to national se- 
curity in this the most decisive 
phase of the nation’s greatest war. 
RIGHT TO VOTE 
NATIONAL ISSUE 

Several alleged reasons have 
prevented the enactment of legis- 
lation which would preserve for 
our soldiers and sailors and Ma- 
rines the fundamental prerogative 
of citizenship—the right to vote. 
No amount of legalistic argument 
can becloud this issue in the eyes 
of these ten million American 
citizens.

Congressional Comment 
Is Against Labor Service 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(4)—President Roosevelt's proposal for 
national service legislation met with a generally cool reception in 


congress today. 

Senator Johnson, Democrat, 
Colorado, of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, predicted such 
a measure “could never get out 
of the committee,” and Chairman 
May, Democrat, Kentucky, of the 
House Military Committee, told re- 
porters: 

“I’ve never been hot for it and 
I’m not hot for it now.” 


Johnson said he was “surprised”’ 
at the President’s recommendation 
for “such drastic action,” and 
added that the administration 
“will really have to crack the 
whip” to change the attitude of 
the committee. 


McNUTT CAUTIOUS

The outstanding feature of President Roosevelt’s message to 
congress, of yesterday, undoubtedly is that a national service act 
be enacted. In the words of the President, the purpose of such 
an act would be to “prevent strikes” and “to make available for 
war production or for any other essential services every able- 


bodied adult in this nation.” 


Theoretically there is no good reason why such a wartime law 
should not be enacted. In this day of total war it is but simple 
logic that, if the nation can compel men of fighting age to 
become soldiers or sailors, it should be likewise empowered to 
compel those whose victory contribution can better be made in 
the war factories or in any other essential home front activity, 


to do the work for which they are fitted. 


There will, naturally, be loud outcry from those who would 
oppose anything the President recommends merely because he 
is the sponsor, about “un-Americanism”, “conscript labor” and 
Jgo on. But this is wartime. The war is the one great purpose 
of all of us, or should be. There must not be any further home- 
front defeats, or threats of wholesale sabotage. Which, in prac- 
tice, is exactly what every strike, every threat to strike, amounts 
to. These interruptions in our effort for victory must be stopped. 
If a national service act is the only way to stop them, then such 


an act we must have. 


The rest of the presidential message contains much food for 
There is, in that portion which he styled a 
“second bill of rights,” the blueprint for a form of society of 
which we have all dreamed.

Despite decreasing revenues and ever-increasing demands for

HYMN TUNES AND RATIONS American soldiers on ac- 


tive duty, all around the 
world, are going to get a ration of favorite hymns together with 
their combat rations, in the near future. 

Here is how it comes about: 

A small folder, entitled “Hymns From Home,” has been printed 
by the Army for distribution among our men overseas. It was first 
intended that the distribution should be by chaplains. But the 
Quartermaster Corps got interested, too. The plan worked out was 
announced this: week at the office of the Quartermaster, Fourth 
Service Command, in Atlanta. 

K-rations, as we all know, are the concentrated food packages 
which our men carry with them when storming Pacific beach heads 
or fighting high in the snow-capped peaks of Italy. Sometimes, when 
it is impossible to get full chow to the men for a couple of days so 
so, they subsist, rather well, on these vitamin-packed and concen- 
trated energy packages of K-rations. 

Now, the Quartermaster Corps, in packing the next 1,000,000 
units of K-rations, will wrap eacR one in a copy of the “Hymns 
From Home” folders. So, if they desire, each soldier may find 
food for spirit and for soul, as well as food for his body, in his 
K-rations. 

SELECTION OF HYMNS In selecting the hymns to be in- 

cluded in this folder, it was in- 
tended that all should be nondenominational and should be, in so far 
as possible, the best and most widely known of all the sacred songs. 

There are 12 hymns in the folder, and a copy of the 23rd Psalm. 
Here are the 12 hymns chosen. It seems to be a wise selection, 
remembering the objectives in view. However, it might be inter- 
esting if some readers of this column, possibly with different ideas, 
send in their own selection of the 12 best known, best loved and 
nondenominational hymns. And we'll see if there is any wide 
disapproval of the Army choice. 

Here are the hymns in the folder: 

“God Will Take Care of You,” “Faith of Our Fathers,” “America 
the Beautiful,” “Sweet Hour of Prayer,” “There’s a Church in the 
Valley,” “Abide With Me,” “All the World Shall Come to Serve 
Thee,” “I Would Be True,” “Mine Eyes Have Seen the Glory,” 
“Day Is Dying in the West,” “Come, Thou Almighty King,” and 
“Our Help in Ages Past.” ‘ 

It is good to realize that, as a result of this action by the Quar- 
termaster Corps, many an American boy, perhaps lonely and weary 
and afraid, deep in some tropic jungle or on some European battle- 
front, will find a reminder of home and a comfort and reassurance 
by reading the words of the old hymns. 

For there is nothing more precious to the sons of godly homes 
than the memory of the hymns they sang together on Sunday 
evenings in the days of long ago.

Fair Enough 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—We have 
seen the United States supreme 
court acknowledge blackmail and 
highway robbery as the special 
privileges of favored groups, but 
the public may not know that, in 
still another case, the New York 
supreme court has held that an 
officer of a corporation is justified 
in ignoring the police and the 
public prosecutors and dealing di- 
rectly with extortioners. 

The case was a suit by certain 
stockholders of Paramount Pic- 
tures against the corporation, it- 
self, and the officers of the com- 
pany who paid $100,000 to Willie 
Bioff and George Browne, of the 
so-called Movie Employees’ Union 
of the AFL. The plaintiffs ask- 
ed that these individuals be forced 
to reimburse the stockholders and 
it was shown in the trial that the 
money was paid secretly by a few 
individuals out of the company’s 
funds without the knowledge of 
the directorate as a whole at the 
time. Later, when Bioff and 
Browne had been indicted for ex- 
tortion, the directors voted to 
ratify retroactively payments 
which had been disguised on the 
books. 


Judge Carroll G. Walter, who 
wrote the opinion, justified this 
secrecy on the ground that “if 
such knowledge became _  wide- 
spread in a company whose inter- 
ests were as far-flung as Para- 
mount’s, the purpose of making 
the payments very well might 
thereby have been defeated.” 


Blackmail 


The principal negotiator for the 
company in these dealings was 
Austin G. Keough, of New York, 
a well-known lawyer, who was 
vice president, a director and gen- 
eral counsel of Paramount. Other 
well-known and impressive names 
appear among the long list of de- 
fendants and the picture is pre 
sented of an enormous company 
with 30,000 stockholders, 20,000 
employes and a weekly turnover 
of $2,000,000 afraid to trust the 
law-enforcement agencies provid- 
ed by the lawful governments of 
the states and the nation to thwart 
and catch the blackmailers who 
were threatening to shut down the 
movie theaters throughout the 
country if the money was not 
paid. 

The court’s view seems to be 
that law enforcement has broken 
down to such an extent that if 
Mr. Keough and his associates 
had appealed to the courts and 
the police for protection from the 
criminals, Bioff and Browne 
would have ruined their com- 
panies by calling out the theater 
employes. Under New Deal law 
and policy they had the arbitrary 
power to do this without taking a 
vote of the workers or giving any 
reason for darkening all. the movie 
theaters of the country. However, 
the citizens may ask whether, if 
Paramount and the other big com- 
panies had defied Bioff and 
Browne and the theaters had been 
closed, the company officers could 
not have blasted the conspiracy 
by going to the public with a full 
account of the plot. 


Not Helpless 


The companies were not in the 
position of a wayfarer on a dark 


-| street who is confronted with a 


gun. No individual’s life was in 
imminent danger and there was 
time for Mr. Keough and the 
others who made the decision to 
appeal to Tom Dewey, for ex- 
ample, and even to the President 
of the United States. Public opin- 
ion also would have been a pow- 
erful friend of the moving picture 
companies because obviously the 
millions of patrons of the movies 
would have asked why they were 
denied their entertainment and 
the officials could have told them 
that they were being held up in 
the name of organized labor, but 
to the detriment of many thou- 
sands of idle workers, by a gang- 


ster who was reported to be aj. 


member of the Capone mob in 
Chicago. Bioff’s reputation was 
well established in the industry 
by that time. 

Nevertheless, the companies de 
cided to pay, and the court in the 
Paramount case decided that this 
was a sound decision and dismiss- 
ed the complaint. 

The suit hag already been ap- 
pealed to the appellate division 
and unanimously affirmed and is 
now before the court of appeals, 
the highest court in the state, on 
a further appeal. 

On the question whether the 
operation constituted extortion or 
bribery the court held that it was 
extortion with the victims submit- 
ting, not initiating or conspiring. 
But in so deciding, the court also 
bowed to a state of affairs in 
which criminals are so _ strong 
that the victim is justified in deal- 
ing with them for expediency.

MILK PROBLEM BACK AGAIN 
(From The Albany Herald.) 

Again Albany faces the prospect 
of a milk shortage. Two leading 
dairies have announced that they 
will discontinue the delivery of 
milk, one on January 15 and the 
other on February 1. Sharply in- 
creased cost of stock feed is given 
as the cause of the decision, the 
dairymen complaining that at 
present prices they are losing 
money. 

Milk is an almost indispensable 
food, and will be as long as there 
are children, invalids and old 
ple to be properly nourished. Sev- 
eral months ago a local price of 17 
cents a quart for milk was ap- 
proved by OPA, and everybody 
seemed to be happy. But the old 
problem is back again, and what 
the public hopes is that a solution 
can be found this time that will 
stick. For two of the principal dai- 
ries serving *lbany to shut down 
would bring about a milk shortage 
of serious proportions. It is an- 
other of those cases where “some- 
thing will have to be done about 
it.”

Republican Old Guard 
Trying To Stop Willkie 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Governor William 
H. Wills, of Vermont, may have correctly called 
the turn on Old Guard elements within the Re 
publican party whom he described as “political 4 
locusts” out to defeat any prospect of Republican victory by pre 
venting the nomination of Wendell L. Willkie for President, but his 
tirade is hardly expected to abate the fury of the “stop-Willkie” 
movement. 

On the contrary, it will probably serve only to intensify the 
fight now going on within Republican ranks. 

Old Guard leaders suspect that Mr. Willkie himself may have 
inspired the attack; hence their bitterness is all the more great. 


In any event, the effect of the Wills broadside will undoubtedly 
be to create one of the bitterest pre-convention battles in Republican 
history. The leaders of the “stop-Willkie” movement have been 
brought out into the open and publicly branded as “political locusts” 
—Joseph M. Pew, of Pennsylvania, the Sun Oil magnate; former 
Governor Alf Landon, of Kansas, the 1936 G. O. P. nominee, and 
John D. M. Hamilton, former national party chairman, who is 
generally reputed to be operating with Pew money. 


G LINES UP Aligned with them are all, or prac 
ORD ener tically all, of the Old Guard ele 


ments on the Republican national committee. This is the same 
crowd that led the opposition to Willkie at Philadelphia four years 
ago. Few of them, if eny, have ever telented. 

They have never forgiven the Hoosier-New Yorker for three 
things. First, for blitzing the Philadelphia convention and making 
them bite the dust. Second, for having been a registered Demo 
crat up to the time he captured the nomination. And, third, for 
refusing to accept the isolation side of the war issue in the 1940 
campaign. 

Strangely enough, many of them still profess to believe that 
Willkie could have been elected in 1940 if he had chosen to oppose 
the Roosevelt view on foreign policy. 

There was a time a short while back when the fight on Willkie 
seemed to be diminishing and many seasoned observers thought they 
saw the prospect of him winning the nomination again this year 
by default. That was before the elections of last November, how- 
ever, which gave further evidence of a Republican trend. 


The Old Guard opposition seemed reluctantly willing to let 
Willkie have the nomination so long as it appeared to be worth- 
eless. It would have been a means of getting rid of him for once 
and for all. 

But the defeatist movement was revived with even greater in- 
tensity after the party’s prospects appeared to brighten, as judged 
by Republican victories in New York, New Jersey and Kentucky. 


FAVORITE SONS’ STRATEGY - previously disclosed in 


is column, the chief line 
of strategy hit upon by the Old Guard as a means of defeating the 
Willkie nomination calls for putting forward favorite sons’ candi- 
dates in the various states. The purpose here is to discourage Mr. 
Willkie from entering the preferential primaries, which he might 
walk away with if no local favorite were offered in opposition. 


That strategy is now under full employment. Witness the an- 
nouncement over the weekend that Governor Earl Warren, of Cali- 
fornia, has decided to become a favorite son candidate in his state. 
Willkie supporters are charging that it is all a part of the Pew- 
Landon-Hamilton defeatist campaign. 

Having no outstanding candidate to oppose Mr. Willkie with, 
what the Old Guard is hoping to do, of course, is to tie up control 
of the convention among favorite sons, so that the nomination can 
be decided in a smoke-filled confrence room, as the nomination of 
Warren G. Harding was decided after the deadlock in the 1920 
convention. 

Mr, Willkie, through Governor Wills’ open broadside against the 
“political locusts,” seems to have served notice that the same tactics 
cannot be ployed again without forcing a serious schism in the 
Republican party. The situation is fraught with many interesting 
possibilities. 

Not the least of these is that Mr. Roosevelt, in the interest of 
national unity, may find it expedient to ask the Democrats to put 
Mr. Willkie on the ticket with him, if Old Guard connivance is 
responsible for him being defeated for the Republican nomination. 
He might do so under a public commitment to resign after the war 
and the peace has been won, leaving the former Indiana Democrat 
to serve out the remainder of the fourth term, 

No one is able to deny that that would be a major political 
stroke, worthy of the master political strategist that Mr. Roosevelt 
has proved himself to be. Nothing would be more designed to 
wreck the Republican party. Whatever hopes or aspirations it may 
have of victory in the 1944 election would be buried in the con- 
sequences of a Roosevelt-Willkie ticket ;

SLOW AND CLEAR 


He did not talk like you hear 
them talk at the tobacco and the 
cattle auctions, fast, and in a sing- 
song. He spoke his words out 
clearly, and kept them going just 
fast enough to keep the bidding 
from dying down. 

There were three men bidding, 
two of them lumber men and one 
a farmer, and the farmer dropped 
out first, because land in the 
mountain country is mostly tim- 
ber land, and when land and tim- 
ber sel] together these days it is 
the lumber man that gets it. 

So when the farmer quit, the 
auctioneer stopped talking about 
how rich the land in the valleys 
lay. He started talking about the 
timber, in words that were almost 


poetry. : 

“Oh, the timber that is on this 
land,” he chanted. “The fine saw 
timber that is on this land. Woods 
that ain’t never been touched 
since the good Lord put them 
there. And you offer me thirty- 
five hundred! I’m wanting thirty- 
six.. Do I hear thirty-six? Who'll 
make it thirty-six for this land 
with the big trees on it?” 

He would walk back and forth 
from one bidder to the other and 
he’d stop in front of one and look 
him straight in the eye and talk 
to him about the timber on the 
land, his voice rolling along like 
a mountain stream, never stop- 
ping, but every word clear. And 
finally the bidder would nod his 
head, after squirming around a 
little under the old man’s stare, 
and turning red, and twisting his 
neck around in his collar. 

Then the old man would walk 
over and put the pressure on the 
other bidder and he would twist 
and squirm around a little and the 
old man’s voice would rise, talk- 
ing about the timber. 

“LET HIM HAVE IT” 

It went on this way, with the 
bid going up by hundreds, and 
then fiftys, and finally twenty- 
fives, until finally one bidder 
shook his head. “Nossir, Mr. Do- 
ver,” he said. “I’ve done my do. 
Let him have it.” 

So they added up the total on 
the back cf an old envelope and 
the family gathered ‘round and 
looked at the figure. It added up 
to $7.450 for the two tracts, and 
they all seemed mighty well satis- 
fied. 

Over in the group with the fam- 
ily, sort of on the outside edge, 
was a stooped little man with a 
face like a bird, watching the 
faces of the family while the land 
was being sold. And when they 
added up the figure he kind of 
eased in so that he could see and 
stepped back grinning broadly and 
looking mighty pleased. 

“I guess he’s one of the heirs 
who'll share in the proceeds,” I 
said to a man who had been 
watching the sale. 

“No.” the man said. “He ain't 
no kin that I know of. But he 
will get his share, most likely. He 
is a tombstone salesman. He don’t 
never miss an administrator's sale. 
He comes to them all and if the 
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to get all the heirs together to put 
up monuments to the old folks 
who have died on it. He has scat- 
tered tombstones all over this 
county thataway.” 

I left the courthouse as the lit- 
tle man moved in on the family, 
an ancient briefcase under his 
arm, full, no doubt, of pictures of 


nice tombstones. I caught up with 
the auctioneer out in the yard. 
HOW LIES THE LAND 

“Well, Mr. Dover,” I said, “you 
did a mighty good job of auction- 
ing off that land.” 

“I could of done better,” he said. 
“I didn’t have the picture of that 
land in my mind. If I had known 
the land better, knowed just how 
it lay and how the streams run 
on it, and the old springs and all, 
[ could have still been selling it. 

“I love to know the land I’m 
selling. I can get up close to a 
man and talk to him about it. I 
have run the price of land up sev- 
eral hundred dollars just by talk- 
ing to a man about an old poplar 
tree that stood on it. I1 can tell 
him about things that happened 
on that land and keep him listén- 
ing and interested. He gets so 
interested hearing about the land 
he just keeps a-bidding. 

“Why I'll tell you what I’ve had 
happen. I've talked about land 
that away, about the trees and 
the streams on it, and the things 
that happened on it, till the folks 
that owned the land got so 
wrought up, remembering these 
things, I had to stop. I was afraid 
they would call off the sale. 

“You know,” he said, “it don’t 
matter how far a man may have 
moved away from the place he 
was born and raised, when the 
time comes to sell it, he hates ¢o 


see it go.” 

I guess that’s so. Maybe that’s 
why the tombstone salesman 
does so well at a land sale. A nice 
shaft might serve as sort of an 
apology to the old folks who sleep 


there for letting the old place go.

Dewey’s Chances 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Be- 
cause Governor Thomas E. Dewey 
is by all odds the most likely Re- 
publican nominee for President, 
and he knows it, his annual mes- 
sage to the state legislature last 
week assumed nation-wide inter- 
est. 

Particularly, this message is be- 
ing compared with one another 
New York governor, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, glelivered in the same 
circumstances just 12 years ago. 


From the standpoint of compari- 
son the remarkable thing is the 
unlikeness of these messages. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s bristled with obvious 
thrusts against the national ad- 
ministration of President Herbert 
Hoover. 


“Not since the dark days of the 
sixties,” he said, “have the people 
of this state and of the nation 
faced problems as grave, situations 
as difficult, suffering as severe. 
The economics of America, and 
indeed of the whole world, are out 
of joint.” 

The states were doing their best. 
Mr. Roosevelt said, but because 
the problems are “national in 
scope it is impossible to solve 
them without leadership and a 
plan of action by our national gov- 
ernment. ... More than two years 
have gone by and these leaders 
‘have shown us few plans for the 
reconstruction of a better ordered 
civilization, . . . The public asks 
that they be given a new leader- 
ship.” 

In contrast, there is not one 
word in Governor Dewey’s cur- 
rent message that even his most 
captious critic could spot as “po- 
litical bombast” or “playing to the 
national gallery.” He attacks no- 
body—not even the Albany po- 
litical machine of the O’Connel! 
brothers, whom he is prosecuting 
in the courts. 

Eighteen printed pages long and 
divided into 12 sections the mes- 
Sage goes back to the custom, 
practiced by all previous gover- 
nors but largely abandoned by 
Mr. Roosevelt, of reporting in de- 
tail on all of the main phases of 
administration, and _ specifically 
outlining correction legislation 
where needed. 
IMPLICATIONS A-PLENTY 

Even so, the Dewey message 
contains many implications both 
as to future national] policy and 
the character and political views 
of the man who wrote it. 

Its high point easily is the an- 
nouncement that the state has a 
$140,000,000 surplus, coupled with 
a recommendation that the whole 
of this be saved for the after-war 
“rainy day.” 

“Kither tax reduction or in- 
creased spending at this time 
would in my judgment be unsound 
and irresponsible,” Mr. Dewey 
said. “We must never’ forget that 
this is not a normal surplus... . 
It has come to us out of the hurri- 


cane of war. It can be, it must be, 
safeguarded to meet postwar 
needs. 

“Too often fiscal policy has fol-| 
lowed the treacherous course of 
reducing taxes in relatively good 
times only to be confronted with 
the black necessity of increasing 
taxes in hard times.” 

Through the whole message runs 
the idea, not only that the states 
financially are better able than 
the federal government to handle 
many postwar problems, but a re- 
alistic thrift in dealing with them 
is imperative. 

SOLDIER PROBLEMS 

Whereas President Roosevelt has 
proposed a severance bonus for 
“every soldier,” Mr. Dewey differ- 
entiates according to need. Of 100,- 
000 New York servicemen proba- 
bly to be discharged during 1944, 
he says, “about one in five is like- 
ly to be unemployed and in search 
of a job for varying periods of 


time.” His plan is to use available 
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funds to give this unfortunate 
“one-fifth” fully adequate’ aid, 
rather than a bonus indiscrimin- 
ately to all soldiers, poor or rich. 


And while he says there has 
been much “talk” of federal ac- 
tion, “thus far exactly nothing has 
been done” and “returning vet- 
erans cannot wait for Washing- 
ton,” he throws an anchor to wind- 
ward to protect the state treasury. 
Provision should be made now, he 
says, for state support of all serv- 
icemen discharged and unable to 
get jobs, but legislation should be 
so framed as to “take advantage 
of any federal grant” that later 
may be voted. 

Mr. Dewey emphasizes that the 
main after-war economic hape is 
the revival of private enterprise. 
He cautions the legislature not to 
do anything that will “interfere 
with or hinder the fullest possible 
productivity and.employment of 
our people. He‘ outlines. many 
steps, including revision of cor- 
poration taxes, to stimulate busi- 
ness, 

Other features of the message 
carry a national appeal. Mr. Dewey 
presents the form of a state in- 
come tax return that any taxpayer 
can fill out “in five or ten min- 
utes.” He wants postwar educa- 
tional help for returning war vet- 
erans but he believes this should 
be of a practical character “to in- 
crease their ability to obtain and 
hold employment,” rather than 
confined to the “usual college and 
university courses.” He enthusias- 
tically supports governmental 
measures for better medical care 
but stipulates that these should 
be a “partnership of government 
and the medical profession, func 
tioning co-operatively,” rather than 
in the nature of complete govern- 
mentalization. 

Mr. Roosevelt is pre-eminently 
an “idea man.” His weakness has 
been on the side of administration. 
In contrast, Mr. Dewey pictures 
himself in his message as pre- 
eminently an administrative per- 
fectionist — essentially idealistic 
and forward-looking, but more in- 
terested in the practical means to 
be employed in making his plans 
work.

In fact, 
there was a general feeling of re- 
lief, and people who were inter- 
ested in the nation’s welfare said 
to one another: “The situation 
will improve now. The govern- 
ment has taken charge, and the 
disease will soon be under con- 
trol.”

to an extent that would “astound” 
the public. And they are appeal- 
ing to all citizens to help in the 
fight against it. 
_ A soldier made unfit for duty 
is a casualty, whether crippled by 
disease or by an’ enemy bullet. 
And what do we gain by drafting 
only the fit, and rejecting the dis- 
eased, if the fit are not protected 
after they are drafted? Soldiers 
are now. protected against small- 
pox, typhoid and other plagues; 
why leave them exposed to an- 
other as deadly? 

Disease is not overcome by treat- 
ing symptoms, but by getting at 
the cause. A plague cannot be 
stopped if the source is undis- 
turbed. Typhoid Mary was re- 
strained. Smallpox victims are 
quarantined, Is there any sane 
reason why other disease carriers 
should remain free to cripple a 
nation fighting for its life?

Voter Shift Election Worry 


PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 11.— 
Besides the normal worries of a 
campaign year the Democrats will 
have an added worry in the No- 
vember presidential election be- 
cause of wartime migration of 
workers. 


Roughly one-fourth of all the 
people who would normally be in 
the voting population—or 13,000,- 
000—now live in election districts 
where they have never voted be- 
fore. The majority of them are 
Democrats. The problem which 
faces the Democratic party is to 
induce these people to take the 
trouble to register, where neces- 
sary, or to satisfy other require- 
ments for voting in districts where 
they are newcomers, 


The size of this group and its 
importance to the Democratic par- 
ty is revealed in a survey by the 
Institute. The study first ascer- 
tained the total number in the 
group by asking the following 
question: 

“Have you ever voted in the 
election district where you now 
live?” 

The results: 

Yes 75% 
No 25 

Each voter in the two groups 
was then asked what party he 
would prefer to see win the presi- 
dential election this year, The re- 
sults indicate that the Democratic 
party will probably exert a great 
deal of effort to get the migrant 
group to the polls because the pro- 
portion of persons with Demo- 
cratic leanings in that group is 
far higher than in the other group. 

The party sentiment of those 
who have never voted before in 
the district where they now live 
is: | 

Favor Democrats 61% 

Favor Republicans 39 

The party sentiment of those 
who have voted before in the elec- 
tion district where they now live 
is as follows: 

Favor Democrats 49% 

Favor Republicans 51 

Clearly the Democrats will gain 
votes to the extent that they are 
successful in persuading the first 
group to go to the polls on elec- 
tion day. 

In fact, the voting turnout in 
this group might very well make 
the difference between victory 


and defeat for the Demoé¢rats in a 
close election. 

To this headache must also be 
addef&l the problem of the soldier 
vote. Ever since President Roose- 
velt took office in 1932, the Demo- 
crats have held an advantage over 
the Republicans among the voters 
in the younger age levels—21-29 
years old. With the armed forces 
largely made up of men from that 
and younger age brackets, the 
Democrats will be at a disadvan- 
tage in the election if only a small 
number of soldiers vote.

Army Calling Doctors 
To Keep Them on Job 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—(4)— 
Because of a growing shortage of 
doctors in veterans’ hospitals, the 
Army now is enrolling them in 
active military service and order- 
ing them to remain on their jobs. 

In making this known today, 
the veterans’ administration said 
many of the approximately 1,400 
doctors who are civil service em- 
ployes in the hospitals have held 
reserve commissions. But this 
wasn’t enough to keep them. Some 
were resigning, waiting 60 days 
and entering active Army duty.

A possibility was seen by Hal- 
sey in that connection that the ene- 
my may be draining home de- 
fenses to bolster waning air 
strength. He explained that “they 
keep on coming and you know 
you can’t make a pilot overnight.” 

Halsey added that he sees no 
deterioration in the quality of Jap- 
anese planes, in fact that they 
might be somewhat better. But, 
‘he says, the quality of pilots is! 
‘falling off and “we get those mon- 
keys now and they are kids that 
don’t know what it is all about.” 

He puts no credence in Japa- 
nese boasts that they will launch 
an offensive this year, saying 
“there is no bigger liar in history 
than the jap.” 

Halsey read from a propaganda 
broadcast telling of the Japanese 
fleet “majestically defending” an 
objective and grinned: 

“They certainly smell when they 
are ‘majestically defending’.” 

He reports too a trend away 
from the fanaticism that in early 
days of the war brought suicides 
by conquered Japanese. “They 
don’t seem to be so willing now 
to die for the great son of what- 
ever he is,” Halsey says.

Call them flapjacks, pancakes, griddle cakes or whatever you wish. 
Like Shakespeare’s rose which by any name smells just as sweet, 
these little goodies served piping hot right off the griddle are well 
liked no matter what they are called. Our serving of griddle cakes 
has fallen off, perhaps, due to a consideration of the amount of butter 
they used to consume—remember how we melted a stick at a time 


and poured it into a little pitcher? 


That kind of point-consumption 


is out of the question for the duration, but that’s no reason for giving 


up griddle or pancakes completely. 


You may limit the amount of 


butter or margarine to serve on them, or eliminate it altogether some- 
times, serving bacon or small sausages, or even thin brown ham gravy 


with the pancakes. 


Or they may be served stacked with scrambled 


eggs in between, a bit of homemade preserves on the side, or with 


honey or point-free marmalade.

4 teaspoons baking powder

“On top of all this, the surgeon’s 
bill is still to be met. Dr. Crane, 
it seems to me that it would be 
much better :.f the government or 
the state ran the medical profes- 
sion.” 

DIAGNOSIS 
Herman’s attitude shows clearly 

why medicine, as well as dentis- 

try, should begin advertising its 
services by group-sponsored ads. 

“You must tell ’em if you want 
to sell ’em,” runs an adage of 
applied psychology that is just as 


applicable to medicine and den- 
tistry as to refrigerators or life 
insurance. 

Americans are accustomed to 
paying $4 or $5 for a single room 
at a downtown hotel. This figure 
includes no meals, and no sponge 
baths by a nurse, nor alcohol rubs, 
taking of temperature, etc. 

A. modern hospital furnishes 
good meals and lets the patient 
select his or her foods from a 
printed menu card. Hotels which 
operate on the American plan, 
meaning that meals are included! 
with the room charge, normally

ask from $5 to $10 per single 
room. 

The average hospital is thus 
operating on a cheaper room 
charge than our hotels, if we in- 
clude all the extra services offered 
by the hospital room. 
PARALLEL COMPARISONS 

In salesmanship as well as log- 
ical arguments, it is good strategy 
to make parallel comparisons, as 
I have done between hospitals and 
hotels, 

We might continue this method 
by pointing out the fact that 
Americans are accustomed to pay- 
ing $125 or more for a refrigera- 
tor. They will think nothing of 
sinking $350 in a jalopy or used 
car. 

And after a member of the 
family is dead, they may spend 
$500 for the funeral without com- 
plaining about the cost. 

Recently some acquaintances of 
mine .objected to a $10-per-day 
oxygen tank to help their father 
withstand an attack of pneumonia. 
When he died a week later, they 
spent $675 for his casket and fu- 
neral, but I never heard them say 
a word to the effect that it was 
expensive. 

We human beings are a curious 
lot, for we seem to be habitually 
averse to spending money to keep 
us alive, but gladly invest large 
sums for burials. 

PLAY FAIR WITH YOUR BODY 

Men will change oil in their 
automobile every 1,000 miles and 
have a garage check it for win- 
ter and summer wear. 

But they will let their far more 
valuable human machine run until 
it breaks down before they are 
willing to spend a cent for medi- 
cal attention: Even then they may 
wince at a $5 fee. 

How long have you readers gone 
without having your eyes tested? 
Have you voluntarily visited a 
dental office within the last year? 

Have you valuable heads of fam- 
ilies received a good physical ex- 
amination lately? If not, why don’t 
you play fair with your bodies 
and apply the old adage that a 
stitch in time saves nine? 

Even a pick and shovel laborer 
is worth $75,000 in wages during 
his adult lifetime, while you busi- 
ness and professional men may be 
worth half a million in useful 
service, so don’t object too strenu- 
ously to a hospital bill of $100. 
Don’t strain at a gnat and swal- 
low a camel!

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—()— 
President Roosevelt’s recommen- 
dation for a national service law 
may bring to a final decision 
whether sports is essential to the 
war effort—a verdict long sought 
in the sports world and in con- 
gress. 


Representative Weiss, Democrat, 
Pennsylvania, leader of a group of 
legislators which has been striving 
to have sports so classified, said 
tonight that if such a law is passed 
it “will bring a definite show- 
down.” 


A service law would mean that 
athletes, as well as all other able- 
bodied persons, would be liable to 
specific war-effort assignments in 
war production plants. Thus, if— 
say—professional baseball is to 
survive next summer, some one in 
authority must rule a ball player 
essential to the war effort for the 
sake of civilian morale. 

Weiss and his group say it goes 
farther than civilian morale—that 
the soldiers and sailors want 
sports continued, want to know 
how the Dodgers are doing before 
they ask anything else of visitors 
to the battlefronts. 

“We've never been able to get 
those in charge to say definitely, 
one way or the other, how sports 
is classified,” said Weiss. Himself 
a professional football referee and 
former backfield star at Duquesne 
University. 

Weiss said Paul McNutt, War 
Manpower commissioner, “would 
not say sports was essential and

Blood Center Director 
Is ‘Woman of Year’

To hear her tell it, 


y CELESTINE SIBLEY. 
the “Woman of the Year in the War Effort” 


is a “humdrum female with a one-track mind”—far removed from 
the film version of a glamorous Jill-of-all-trades who keeps an expert 


finger in many pies, 

But as the committee who se- 
lected her for the honor tells it, 
Mrs. Francis L. Abreu is the “mov- 
ing spirit and directing genius” of 
the Blood Donor Center for the 
Atlanta Chapter of the American 
Red Cross — a woman whose 
“sound business leadership and 
unfailing devotion to the job has 
been the inspiration resulting in 
the selection of the Atlanta center 
as one of two in the United States 
to receive the Army and Navy 
“E” Award,” 

Mrs. Abreu, as director of the 
Blood Donor Center, was unani- 
mously selected by a committee of 
seven Atlanta men as the out- 
standing “Woman of the Year in 
the War Effort” over hundreds of 
women meriting recognition for 
sacrifice and hard work. 

The fact that she herself felt 
that there were so many other 
women deserving of the honor 
turned Mrs. Abreu, usually a 
charming and witty conversation- 
alist, into a retiring, self-conscious 
interviewee. 

CLAIMS ONE-TRACK MIND 

“I’m not really a ‘Woman of the 
Year’,” she protested. “They are 
sort of super-women who do ev- 
erything and do it well. I'm a 
creature with a one- 
track mind and in order to do this 
job at all I have to neglect every- 
thing else—husband, house, fam- 
ily and friends.” 

But, as the committee pointed 
out, Mrs. Abreu combines “in a 
rare degree all of the cultural per- 
sonal characteristics which typify 
southern womanhood” and,:-in ad- 
dition, has demonstrated “not 
only patriotism but a realistic un- 
derstanding of one of the most im- 
portant problems the war has de- 
veloped.” 

She and her associates at the 
center, which takes blood dona- 
tions from all this section of the 
country and sends mobile units to 
44 neighboring communities, have 
secured 60,000 pints of blood. Up 
until recently she was the only 
volunteer blood donor center di- 
rector among 35 operated by the 
American Red Cross and she 
serves full time. 

“But so do a lot of other people, 
including several of my _ assist- 
ants,” Mrs. Abreu pointed out 
when that fact was brought to her 
attention. 

ARCHITECT'S WIFE 

Born May Patterson, of Atlanta, 
Mrs. Abreu is married to Francis 
L. Abreu, the well-known archi- 
tect, and has a home which she 
decorated with affection and pride 
at 320 West Pace’s Ferry road. Be- 
fore her marriage Mrs. Abreu was 
a professional interior decorator. 
She gardens with more enthusiasm 
than ability, she insists, and until 
she threw all her energies into the 
war effort she was an ardent ca- 
mellia fancier. 

“You should see them now, the 
poor little sticks,” she murmured. 

Mrs. Abreu is the third Atlanta 
woman to be chosen as “Woman 
of the Year” in a particular field. 
She and the other two, Mrs. Edna 
Baker Benton, Business Woman of 
the Year, and Dr. W. Elizabeth 
Gambrell, Professional Woman of 
the Year, will be joined by four 
others and honored at a banquet 
at the Biltmore hotel at 7:30 p. m. 
January 21. At that time one of 
their number will be selected as 
“The Woman of the Year” and all 
of them will receive handsome sil- 
ver awards given by Charles H. 
Jagels, of Davison’s.

Following the recent collapse of | 
a bridge on the Bankhead high-| 
way near Atlanta, funds to repair 
and strengthen bridges have been 
included in an emergency appro- 
priation to the State Highway De. 
partment of $416,154. 

The highway figure was the 
largest of the sums transferred 
from the equalization account by, 
Governor Arnall yesterday. The 
‘total transfer amounted to $588.,- 
297.10. 

Thirty-five thousand dollars is 
for maintenance of roads. This 
includes placing stone on the de- 
tour from Douglasville to the Ful-| 
|ton county line, 11 miles; piacing 
stone on the detour from Route 
8 to Austell, 3 miles, and making 
/emergency repairs and strengthen- 
‘ing bridges, following the bridge 
collapse on the Bankhead high- 
way. 

The Highway Department was 
granted $381,154.62 for construc- 
tion work. This included the 
state’s part of the cost of a $14,- 
765.40 bridge in Cobb county, |
